Whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  land-revenue  Preamble, 
accruing  due  to  2[the  Government]  3[within  the  local 
limits  of  the  ordinary  original  civil  jurisdiction  of  the 
High  Court  of  Judicature  at  Madras],  should  be  as- 
certained and  collected  in  as  summary  a manner  as
